I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of 
Breconshire  for  the  year  1945. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  14.10  compared  with  11.4 
for  England  and  Wales  and  12.12  for  the  County  in  1944. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  Live  Bh’ths  was  16.42  compared  with 
16.1  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Birth  Rate  for  Still  Births 
w~as  0.52  compared  with  0.46  for  England  and  Wales,  the  corres- 
ponding Birth  Rates  for  the  County  in  1944  being  Live  Births 
17.87  and  Still  Births  0.58. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  57.85  com- 
pared with  46  for  England  and  Wales  and  42.73  for  the  County 
in  1944. 

Several  new  features  appear  in  this  year’s  report  and  when 
the  paper  restrictions  are  removed  it  is  hoped  to  include  many 
other  items. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Mothers  during  childbirth  was 
3,  giving  a rate  per  1,000  total  births  of  3.43  compared  with  34 
deaths  and  a rate  of  4.14  in  1944.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1945  being  9.98.

NOTES. — The  Abercrave,  Cefn  Coed,  and  Ystradgynlais  Associations  do 
no  School  Nursing,  and  Brynmawr  and  Glynfach  Associations 
perform  work  under  the  Midwives  Acts  only.  The  County 
Nursing  Association  provides  the  Relief  Nurse  in  return 
for  grant.  Where  two  sets  of  figures  are  given  in  column  (2)  two 
Nurses  are  employed — the  initial  of  the  surname  of  the  Nurse  is 
given  above  the  salary.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
admission  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  cases  to  the 
Tydfil  Lodge  Hospital,  Merthyr  Tydfil,  at  & 5 5s.  per  week. 
Serum  for  Puerperal  Fever  is  supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners.

Fifty-two  Midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in  the 
County,  32  to  leave  the  County.  Of  these  45  were  residents  and 
7 reside  outside  the  County,  but  take  cases  within  the  County. 
Of  these — 

8 were  resident  in  Institutions, 

12  were  in  independent  practice, 

28  were  attached  to  District  Nursing  Associations, 

3 were  County  Council  whole-time  employees,  and 
1 is  employed  by  the  County  Nursing  Association  as  relief 
nurse.
